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SETTING UP EXERCISES 


CRAMPING THE BANK HOLD-UP MAN , 
Cities and towns in the United States of less 
than 25,000 popu lation need no longer fear that 
hold -u p men will clean ou t the local bank — if 
the little bankers are willing to go along with the 
new Bank Robbery Limitation Plan recently pu t 
into effect by the member companies of the Na­ 
tional Bu reau of Casu alty and Su rety Und er­ 
writers. The plan d oes not prev ent hold -u ps, bu t 
it d oes red u ce the amou nt of money av ailable 
to the great and little Dillingers to 15 per cent 
of that heretofore in sight. 
After sev eral y ears of inv estigation, the com­ 
panies d etermined that the small town bank sel­ 
d om requ ires more than 15 per cent of its cash 
on its cou nters for its rou tine bu siness. As long 
as the other 85 per cent is kept accessible there 
will be no interference with bu siness. 
The d elay ed time lock helped to work ou t a 
plan. This is an inex pensiv e d ev ice which en­ 
ables the banker to open his safe d u ring bank­ 
ing hou rs only , within 15 minu tes or some other 
prearranged period after the time mechanism 
has been started . A hold -u p takes from three 
to fiv e minu tes on the av erage. If 15 per cent 
cash were on the cou nter and 85 per cent in a 
v au lt where it wou ld take time to obtain, the 
criminal wou ld find his trad e mu ch less attrac­ 
tiv e. 
The id ea was pu t into effect in 23 mid d le west­ 
ern and sou thern states in 19 33. The ex periment 
was so su ccessfu l that this y ear it was spread to 
the remaining 25 states. 
As an illu stration, if a bank taking this form 


o f insurance has $10,000 cash, it is permitted to 
hav e $1,500 av ailable o n the co unter, the remain­ 
ing $8,500 being in a v ault with a delay ed time 
lo ck. If a depo sito r co mes in with a large check, 
the bank starts the time lo ck to o pen a few min­ 
utes later. Once the mo ney has been pro cured 
the v ault is again lo cked and the business go es 
o n. There is a similar ceremo ny at the o pening 
o f the bank in the mo rning and at night when 
it is clo sed. 
Repo rts fo r the y ear’s ex perience sho w that 
the plan has been ex trao rdinarily successful. In 
Minneso ta, fo r ex ample, o n three different day s, 
in three different to wns, ro bbers fo und, instead 
Qf $15,000 o r $20,000, $2,000 o r $2,500. They co uld 
no t wait fo r the delay ed time lo ck to o perate.
